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Did Walter Mondale best Ronald Reagan in debate?

“He's together now.” 

That's the way Richard Lip- 
kins, a yardman at United Par- 
cel, expressed his opinion of 
the Oct. 7 debate between 
President Ronald W. Reagan 
and his Democratic challenger 
Walter F. Mondale, 

“Mondale's more in tune to 
the issues...he understands 
how people feel, especially the 
senior citizens,” Lipkins said, 
as he left the Singletary Plaza- 
Mart to take his wife to register 
Yo vote. 


Mondale, himself, said in 
New York City the day after the 
debate, “It's a brand new race.” 
President Reagan, on the other 
hand, is reported to have said 
to the news media in Charlotte, 
N.C., “it was 90 minutes long 
and everybody went home.” 

Attorney L.B. LaCour, a 
strong supporter of Jesse 
Jackson's presidential candi- 
dacy, implied that President 
Reagan frightened him. “The 
most revealing thing to me was 
the apparent inability of the 
President to capably respond 


to issues raised in the debate 
The significant factor was that 
ability, more than who won or 
lost. It raised fear as to ‘his 
capacity in the event of a 
national crisis.” 

Attorney Larry James, prom- 
inent local Republican, said he 
thinks "Mondale fared ex- 
tremely well in the debate. | 
think most observers who were 
objective about it came to that 
conclusion. | don't think that 
President Reagan will falter in 
the remaining debate.
